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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1&2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Barton 
et al (US 6,233,389). 

Regarding claim 2, Barton et al disclose the time shifting of television broadcast 
signals, including real time capture, storage, and display of television broadcast signals, 
comprising the method of playing back of image in a digital TV transmission/reception 
system characterized by providing in a circuit network a buffer system, which has a 
function of while continuing the actual real-time broadcast, recording and erasing in 
sequence the broadcast image and sound linked to the image in units of seconds or 
minute (see Fig.1&2; col.3, line 30 to col.4, line 55; col.col.7, line 47 to col.8, line 8), and 
by operation of the buffer system, enables to reproduce the previously broadcast image 
and/or sound on the currently broadcast images, by forming two screens consisting of 
the image and an image which has been previously broadcast (see col.1 1 , lines 27-39). 
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Regarding claim 1, the claimed limitations of claim 1 are accommodated in the 
discussions of claim 2 above. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bruynsteen (US 6,658,663) teaches providing a service relating 
to the processing of the content information local at the end-user's equipment, including 
a consumer electronics apparatus with a storage, e.g., a hard disk drive, an optical disk 
drive, or a solid state memory for storing content information such as audio or video. 

Shteyn (US 6,61 1 ,654) teaches a system and method for providing information 
content to an end user.
